show the indignation felt over the de-

There 
is reason to believe, nowever, that 
the demands that this Government is 
expected to make will give Germany 
the opportunity of adjusting the mat- 
ter on a basis that will avert war. 

The seclusion of President Wilson, 
which ‘was begun on Friday afternoon 
when he received news of the loss of 
_the Lusitania, was continued today up 
to the time he left for Philadelphia to 
deliver an address tonight to newly 
enfranchised foreign-born citizens. In 
the more than three days since he 
learned of the sinking of the great 
-Cunarder the President has seen no 
«member of his Cabinet except ‘his son- 
in-law, the Secretary of the Treasury, 
who dined at the White House last 
night, and it is said that there was no 
conversation between the President 
and Mr. McAdoo on the relations of 
Germany and the United States. 

Sees No Visitors. 


Today the President shut himself’in 
his study and would see no one, not 
even Senator Stone, Chairman. of_ the; 
Committee on Foreign Relations, who 
called at the executive offices. Sen- 
ator Stone had & long talk with Secre- 
tary Tumulty, the only official who 
has been in touch with the President 
since the sinking of the Lusitania, and 
afterward reiterated the significant 
opinion that Congress would not be 
called in extra session. 

It has, become a matter of comment 
here that the President has cut him- 
self off from all intercourse with his 
Secretary of State at this trying 
period; when -the international rela- 
tions of the country are in such a 
perilous condition. No word of advice 
has been sought from Secretary | 
Bryan. It is the general impression 
heré that he is as ignorant as the rest 
of the American people as to what 
opinion the President has formed of 
the killing of Americans in the deé- 
struction of the Lusitania, and as to 
what explicit measures the President 
regards as necessary to meet the grave 
question that ¢gonfronts the Govern- 
ment. Naturally this situation has 
brought various suggestions offered 
in explanation of the Presitient’s fail- 
ure to consult Mr. Bryan.

Great Flood of Telegrams. 


The ‘telegrams relating to the Lusi- 
tania disaster have. been pouring into 
the White House telegraph room since 
Saturday rhorning.

KINSALE, Ireland, May 10.—The 
inquest which began here Saturday 
over five victims of the Lusitania was 
concluded today, and the Coroner’s 
jury returned the following verdict: ©

fired by a German submarine.

These remarks precipitated a tumult 
of applause and patriotic enthusiasm, 
‘latteiided by a waving of thousands of 
small American flags.

Humanity First. 


The sentiments expressed in. thé 
President's” speech were epitomized 
later by one of his closest advisers as 
“humanity first.” 

While it had not yet beendetermined, 
he said, exactly what steps would be 
taken: by. the United States in the 
present crisis, the idea uppermost in 
the President's mind was to show that 
whatever course was adopted—no mat- 
ter how vigorous—it would have as. its 
objective the good of humanity. 

Mayor Blankenburg, who spoke with 
a distinctly German accent, introduced 
the President as follows: ‘ 

“T présent to you--God bless him! — 
the President.”. . 

In. giving the naturalized citizens a 
welcome and appealing. to them for a 
single. allegiance. to the.United States, 
the President presented the idea of 
the Welding of fdéreign blood in the 
maké-up of America and pointed out 
that the true goal of right American 
citizenship to be a loyalty, not to the 
country of one’s birth, but to the land 
of one’s adoption. 

“While you bring,” he said, “all 
countries with you, you come with-a

LAST EFFORTS TO IDENTIFY

Friends and Relatives Arrive from 
Many Places to’ View the 
- Few Bodies Recovered. 


QUEENSTOWN, May 10. wnat 
passengers of the Cunard Line steamer 
Lusitania, who formed part of the piti- 
ful. handful of maimed, dead, and dying 
brought ashore with the survivors of 
the disaster that followed the attack on 
the vessel by a German submarine last 
Friday, were buried this. afternoon with 
services that have no parallel in his- 
tory. 

Under a sky in which not a single 
cloud floated and to the strains of hymns 
played by a British Army band they 
were laid to rest ‘two: miles behind 
Queenstown in a@ cemetery:bursting with 
Spring greenery and- tueked between 
hills flaming with gorse. The services 
at the graves began at 4 o'clock, and at 
4.30 the sod of Ireland was being shov- 
eled upon the coffins. Bat te 

Queenstown never sensed the full] 
horror of the Lusitania disaster until 
toddy. Up .to the time that the long 
stream of coffins began to: disappear 
over the hill behind the town there was 
about the affair, what, with the con- 
tinued searches for survivors and the 
bustle about the morgue, something of 
the unusual and theatric. But when the 
funeral started the realization came that 
each of these cheap coffins held a body 

that in the “aes less than 
twenty miles away, ‘there were over a 


thousand more—all victims of a German 
submarine. 


Hours to Move the Coffins. 


The townspeople stood hatless nearly 
all forenoon as the coffing were con- 
veyed to the cemtery on carts. This 


until 3 o'clock in the afternoon that the 
funeral procession proper left the Cun- 
ard offices at the waterfront. There 
were only three bodies, one each in a 
harse, in this cortege, the other eighty- 
nine alread y having been placed in the 


graves. 

With the British prmy band playing 
Chopin's ‘‘ Funeral M ’ the proces- 
sion marched through the crooked 
streets, ed the Cathedral, which — 
on the ig hest point in the town, and 
then took its course along an undulating 
country road, now rising and now sink- 
ing, between green hills. Along this 
country road country folk were clustered 
for the most part, perched on stone 
fences, behind the soldiers who guarded 
the road the entire two miles from the 
oe to the cemetery 
rpberg 3 train . today brought 

riends or relatives of 
passengers of the Lusitania to Queens- 
town from beng to parts of the British 
sles. Among those who arrived was 
Ww. J. Griffiths of the Canadian office in 
London, who desired to extend aid to 
the Canadian survivors, 
The bodies of the sixty-four unidenti- 
fied dead were viewed by weeping men, 
women, and children who sought a last 
opportunity to see if there were among 
the dead those for whom they were 
searching. This delayed the funeral 
procession, the entire forenoon being de- 
—— to last efforts to make identifica- 
ons. 
The churches in. Queenstown, both 
Protestant and Catholic, all held memo- 
rial services this morning.

HARTFORD, Conn., May 10.—With a

Elbert Hubbard’s wife paid only $$ to 
the Aetna Life for the $1,500 accident 
policy she held, and the Aetna Life, 
with $58,000 lost on the husband, will 
double the wife’s policy to $25,000 to be 
paid to the estate. 

The Travalers’ has not. yet finished

The overwhelming horror of the sinking 
of.the Lusitania has brought the war. so 
close to each one of us as individuals that 
we can view the logical consequences of .

Let us be sure to 
interpret our abhorrence of this frightful 
deed into constructive action to abolish 
forever the possibility of its recurrence.

The great 
proud nation—the United States—is the 
neutral country most closely affected by 
this latest outrage. The simple fact is 
that citizens of that great country have 

m barbarously murdered. It is not 
for me to say what their action ought 
to be, but I feel sure the United States 
will be guided not merely by the mone- 
jee A interests of the country, but by 
feelings as to what is due to a great 
nation among other nations of. the 
world.”’ 

Mr. Bonar Law said if the sinking of 
the Lusitania had the effect he believed 
it would have upon the feelings, not 
only of British soldiers, but of the whole 
nation, “then we can thank the r- 
mans for this last instance of their 
barbarous methods.’’

WANTS ALL THE FACTS. 


An Appeal for Time Carefully to 
7 Weigh the Evidence. 


To the Editor of The New York Times; 
Because you'do so much' toward mold- 
ing public opinion, you must also wish 
to keep in touch with it. For both rea- 
sons I am writing you concerning the 
disaster of yesterday, In wartime the 
sea is part of England’s line of com 
munication for her army, and supplies 


of war on-this line must be attacked 
by her enemies if possible. 

If the Lusitania carried war supplies, 
or had been habitudlily carrying them, 





her sinking was an act of war, even 
though the lives of non-combatants 
were put at stake. This act, is com- 


parable to firing upon an enemy army 
advancing under cover of women and 
children driven before it. 

This being Germany's obvious necessi+ 
ty, why cannot England carry war sup- 
plies in ships devoted to this purpose 
and carrying no passengers; or why at 
least do not innnocent persons refuse 
to stake their lives with the safety of 
munitions shipped to a country at war? 
Had the Lusitania been a passenger 
ship simply, her sinking would have 
been simply murder. Being a ship carry- 
ing war supplies, her destruction became 
a military recessity. If the German 
submarine commander could haye ac- 
complished her destruction witheut loss 
of life to the passengers, we may then 
condemn that act as piracy. We have 
not yet sufficient ground for sueh con- 
demnation. The presence of any craft 
capable of attacking the submarine while 
the Lusitania’s boats could have been 
put off, or the probability of the Lusi- 
tania carrying guns in her own protec- 
tion, would have jeopardized the mili- 
tary end necessary to be accomplished, 
and at least mitigated the atrocity of 
an attack without warning. 

Technical arguments on the historical 
status of a biockade are foolish. This 
war is being fought on a new scale and 
with new weapons: History cannot 
furnish a binding precedent for such un- 
exampled conditions, : 

Germany has been made to appear in 
this coyntry as a treaty-breaker, a 
marauder of the nearly defenseless, a 
savage in warfare, and now a murderer. 
The evidence on which these eharges 
rest cannot have been sifted and 
weighed. If we give them credence, it 
behooves us to demand that our Gov- 
ernment bring to us such evidence as 
will substantiate or repudiate’ these 
charges; for more than our opinion of 
the German nation is at stake. If true, 
they .condemn Germany as the foe of all 
hurranity, as an irresponsible and sav- 
age tyrant among nations. If true Eng- 
land’s battle is our battle, and it would 
be both cowardly and foolish for us to 
stand aside while this issue is decided. 
Let us demand that. our Government get 
and give us facts, sufficient to form the 
basis of a firm decision and if necessary 
of decisive action, V. B, CIST.

Too Late Merely to Require That 
Germany Change Her Methads of 
Warfare—Bryan's Bad Taste.

To the Editor of Fhe New York Fimes: 

Will: you afford te me, as an Amer- 
ican citizen, space in your columns to 
register my protest against the coward- 
ly, hideous crime committed yesterday 
by the German imperial Government, in 
its deliberate murder of the helpless 
passengers on board the steamship Lugi- 


ance with which some American. offi- 
cials (such ag Senator William J. Stone 
of Missouri) and some American news-~ 
papers seem disposed to regard the un- 
speakable atrocity? . 

Your editorial judgment as te the 
course which our Government shoutd 
now adopt toward Germany is, perhaps, 
not, fully and rightly understood by me; 
it certainly has not yet been declared 
with your characteristic blunt plainness 
and decision, or with the power which 
some, at least, of your readers have 
naturally expected. No Joyal American 
will complain of your wish that our pro- 
cedure .as a nation should not be ‘‘ un- 
reasonable or hasty,’” but, on the cen- 
trary, that it should be “‘ the firm, wise 
course which justice, right, and honor 
demand.’’ Many of your readers, how- 
ever, of whom 1 am one, muat feel 
amazement at the tone and drift of some 
parts of your editorial comment and pro- 
test this morning. ‘f A demand muat go 
from our Government,’’ you say, ‘‘ that 
the Imperial Government at Berlin shall 
no longer make war like savages. drunk 
with blood, that they shall cease to seek 
attainment of their ends by the assas- 
eta of non-combatants and neu- 
rals.’’ 

What have we, now, to do with ‘ de- 
mands’’ that murders of our citizens 
should ‘‘ cease*’? Will all the demands 
in the world bring back. life to those 
stark forms in Queenstown? An Amer- 
ican vessel, the Frye, was sunk by a 
German naval officer, without reason 
or excuse; the American vessel Cushing 
was attacked by the German Govern- 
ment; an American citizen was mur- 
dered by the German Government in the 
sinking of the steamship Falaba; the 
American vessel Gulflight, flying the 
American flag, was torpedoed and par- 
tially wrec by the rman Govern- 
ment, and American citizens were thus 
slain. Now, scores of other American 
citizens have peen murder by Ger- 
many, in the utterly indefensible sinking 
of the Lusitania. . 

The Secretary of State, with a levity 
as shocking as it is vulgar, has stated 
that ‘‘ the American people do not need 
to be told that this is not a time to rock 
the boat.'’ The American people wish 
to know—and to know at once—whether 
the Government to which they have in- 
trusted the administration of their na- 
tional affairs does er does not intend to 
exact the utmost reparation (and poor, 
indeed, it .muat. be. at. best!) for -the in- 
expressible outrage which has been com- 
mitted upon the persens of our citizens 
— for the ae to eur na- 
tional ‘honor, That. Pr ent: on’s. 
action te this’ crisis “will be. calm, Tagi- 
cial, firm, and in exact’ accordance’ with 
what he conceives to be the right and 
feels to be his duty nobody who knows 
his record will for a moment doubt. 
But there are milljons today who wait 
in anxious expectation to have that con- 
ception of right and duty declared, in 
order that they may judge whether or 
not it conforms to what they require, 

It is right, it is essential, that the 
formal communications of our Govern- 
ment to the German Impérial Govern- 
ment should be reasqgnably deliberate and 
diplomatically regular; but the essential] 
facts in the present emergency are al- 
ready known to the American people, 
and there can be no doubt as to what 
the meaning and the spirit of those com- 
munications, should be. 

Germany’s answer to any protest, any 
‘*demand,’’ we may make, in thea prem- 
ises, has airendy been made. She has 
denied our right to freedom in our re- 
lations with friendly powers—with Great 
Britain, France, Russia, and Belgium. 
As to the specific crime committed yes- 
terday, there is no possibility of mis- 
understanding. The German Imperial 
Ambassador to the United States has ale 
ready used the newspaper press of the 
United States as the medium of a threat 
—in itself amounting to a crime—notify- 
ing..the American people that they exer- 
cise their inalienable rights on the sea 
at their own personal, individual peril, 
and without any chance of redress from 
the. consequences of German barbarity.

Restraint Must Not Wear the Guise 
ef Cowardice. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
With .you;as well as with executive 
officers of the United States, the state 
ef public opinion upon our relations 
with Germany can hardly fail to be of 
interest. May I take the liberty of 
expressing my own opinion, therefore, 
and that of a number of intelligent men 
with whom I have talked in the last 
few days? 
The recent series of provocations of 
the United States by Germany—the 
latest being the Lusitania’s destruction 
—involving breaches of international 
law and of spetific treaties, are grow- 
ing intolerable. They can be explained 
only by a desire on the part ef Ger- 
many for war with the United States 
or an utter indifference to whether ‘or 
not they may provoke war. Germany 
is an outlaw; and outlaws are indif- 
ae 
ferent to public opinion. 
Our Gavernment must meet the pres- 
ent crisis firmly and promptly. Othere 
wise the Falaba, Cushing, Gulflight and 
Lusitania cases will he but the pre- 
lude to similar happenings. While it 
is well to diseuss sucha situation in 
a spirit of restraint, we oughf not to 
shut our eyes to the facts or refuse 
to consider what is necessary to be 
done new. On the contrary, sober but 
frank consideration is most necessary 
at such a time.. To discharge its duty 
to the American people, so as to secure 
their persons and property and to pre- 
vent a recurrence of such attacks upon 
Americans and their property, the least 
the State Department can demand is an 
undertaking that such attacks will not 
be made hereafter. This is the least 
the American people will be satisfied 
with. It is the least their duly con- 
stituted authorities can ask them to be 
satisfied with without betraying the 
trust which has been reposed in them. 

Is there any great likelihood that Ger- 
many will accede to such a demand? 
To concede such contentions would in- 
volve a serious impairment, if not a 
total abandonment, of the whele scheme 
of the so-called submarine bleckade of 
England. Can we think that any such 
about-face will be executed by Ger- 
many? 

Our demands (to make which we are 
committed both by eur note to Ger- 
many of Feb. 10, 1915, and by our duty 
to protect our citizens and their prop- 
erty in the lawful enjoyment of their 
rights of travel and trade) will probably 
then be refused. How they can be en- 
forced after such refusal save by escort- 
ing our ships, and English and French 
ships, carrying American passengers, 
by our own naval forces, which will 
of course attack any German naval 
forces they may meet, it is hard to see. 
This is war. 

These perfectly obvious considerations 
are not advanced for any other pur- 
pose than to show you what [I and 
thousands of other Americans are 
thinking. And I can assure you—and 
you can assure the country—that we 
will not shrink from war if that is 
the only effective course to secure our 
rights. Our ancestors began war upon 
England in 1812 fer no greater—prob- 
ably much less—injuries than those now 
being inflicted upon us by Germany. 

There rests upon us all—and especially 
upon the great newspapers of this coun- 
try—the duty at this moment of assur- 
ing the Executive of the United States 
that -he will have the ‘fullest support 
in all necessary steps to abate once 
and :for all the menace of German f!- 
legal. travel operations, Much as we 
abhor ,war; the Government of this 
country should be assured that we will 
fight for eur rights and that we pre- 
fer seeing them matntained by force 
to seeing them abandoned or compro- 
mised, 

Nothing would be more shameful than 
submission to the tyranny which is now 
being attempted by Germany. Restraint 
of expression in your editorial columns 
is never more admirable than at such 
a moment. But it must not be a re- 
straint which may be construed by other 
nations as cowardice—which may on 
that very account hasten a decision by 
the Government of Germany to reject 
the demands we shall presently make. 
Neither must you, by too cautious com- 
ment, . cause the authorities of the 
United States to doubt the courage of 
the American people and their determi- 
nation to see thig matter through at 
any cost.

submit that this is a 
most opportune time to announce that 
rif our forthcoming demands are refused 
in any material particulars the authori- 
ties of this country can count on the 
warmest support from its citizens for 
a recourse to arms to enforce our 
rights, and may equally expect the con- 
demnation of all Americans if they fail 
to protect by force the lives and prop- 
erty of their fellow citizens.

Dr. Dernburg is,a man 
of brains; even those of us who, having 
read every one of his published deliver- 
ances during the past few months, are 
satisfied that he is an unfair controver- 
sialist, admit that he has brains, plenty 
of them, and well-trained brains, too. 
Nevertheless he passes out to us the 
silly proposition that the Lusitania was 


an armed belligerent cruiser, and as such 
might properly be sunk at sight.

For years 
we have been in the forefront: of,every 
effort to premote peace, and,. if wars, 
must come, so to, mitigate their. terrors 
that they might be confined so far as 
possible to a trial of strength between 
armed forces. Wher this series of 
transactions began to’ unfold itself be~- 
fore the eyes of the world, there were 
many of us who felt, that from the 
neutral nations there should come sOme 
prompt denunciation of all efforts to 
thrust the world back to the abomina- 
tions ef past centuries; and that this 
country was the natural spokesman, 

Why any such ‘suggestion should 
alarm our peace-loving fellow-citizens 
for oné could’ never understand. 
Righteous indignation may make it 
one’s duty—that is, if one really stands 
for progress in civilization—to condemn 
an@ reprove, without necessarily hav- 
ing- to slip off one’s coat and under- 
take physical correction. . 

The spokesman of our country, how- 
ever, concluded differently; in his opin- 
ion, carefully thought out and con- 
scientiously formed, silénce seemed the 
better course, The trangactions took 
place thousands of’ miles from our 
shores, they affected.our people only 
indirectly, and so from this nation, as 
a nation, there came ne word of 
righteous indignation, 
the world has been left to form its 
conceptions of where we stand, what

what’ we consider righteous warfare 
and what unrighteous and abhorrent— 
from tabulating the = deliverancies of 
individual newspapers. : 

Thig time, however, and when the 
Falaba went down, (the Gulflight pre- 
sents a different question,) our citizens 
have been directly affected by the trans- 
action. What is to be done about that 
is a matter on which no suggestion is 
here advanced; it is a problem for the 
Administration to determine—wisely; we 
all hope. But surely now the time has 
come when we should proclaim in no 
uncertain terms what we as a nation— 
the nation we love, the nation of our 
pride, the nation we fondly hope to see 
always.in the foremost files of. civiliza- 
tion, progress and humanity—what we 
think of transactions which indicate a 
reverter to barbarism, Let us speak 
out now, or else hereafter ever hold 
our peace. o.

‘DEFENDS TORPEDO ATTACK 


" Ole Rule of Giving Notice to Cap- 


tured Ships Now Impracti- 
cable, it Is Held. 


Carl L. Schurz, son of the late Gen- 
eral Carl Schurz, in a statement he gave 
out yesterday, news of which came to 
the newspaper offices through the Ger- 
man Information Service, asserted that 
when the Lusitania sailed from New 
York a week ago last Saturday on her 
last voyage, ‘‘the German Government 
was informed that the liner had on 
board contraband of war.’’ How this 
information was transmitted to the Ber- 
lin authorities, whether by wireless or 
by cable, he did not disclose, nor did he 
give his authority for this statement. ' 

. Mr. Schurz’s statement was an attempt 
to justify Germany’s act in torpedo- 
ing the Cunarder. Germany cannot 
be: held responsible, he-~ argues, for 
the great loss of non-combatant lives 
as a result of the sinking of the liner, 
since the passengers were fully warned 


axid, therefore, in his opinion, took their 
lives in their own hands when they em+ 


barked. The lawyer, it was stated, 
gave out his interview at the request of 
the German Information Service of 30 
Kast: Forty-second Street. 

“The facts of the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania,” said Mr. Schurz, ‘so far as 
they have reached us up to the present 
time, are briefly these: 

“The Lusitania, a British steamship, 
Was sunk off the coast of Ireland, and 
within the waters declared by Germany 
to be a war zone, by a German sub- 
marine. A large majority of her crew 
and passengers perished—among the 
latter a number of Americans. 


‘Contraband on Board. 


“It is established’ that she had on 
board a large amount of absolute con- 
traband, consisting of 5,471 cases of 
ammunition and cartridges, 189 pack- 
ages of military goods and considerable 
quantities of contraband metals. More- 
over, according to a statement of Dr. 
John Braun, a chernist of Pittsburgh, 
she had in her holds 250,000 pounds of 
tetra-chloride, a chemical used for gen- 
erating asphyxiating gases. 

““The German Government was _ in- 
formed that the Lusitania had absolute 
contraband on board when she sailed 
from this port. 

“According to the established rules 
of international law, a belligerent is 
justified in destroying an enemy’s mer- 
chant vessel, carrying contraband of 
war, if he is unable to bring her into a 
friendly port. If there is doubt as to 
whether the cargo is contraband or not, 
the attacking vessel has the right of 
search; but this is a right not an obli- 
gation that need not be exercised, if 
the nature of the cargo is known. 

*“‘Another rule, generally recognized 
up to the present war, was that the 
attacking vessel give warning to the 
merchantman before destroying her, in 
order to give the passengers and crew 
sufficient opportunity to save them- 
gselves,. It is, however, very -doubtful 
whether, in view of the contention of 
the present belligerents that the modern 
Weapons of warfare made a change of 
the old rules unavoidable, this particu- 
lar rule can still be said to hold good at 
present. 


General Blockade Order. 


‘The first move of importance in the 
direction of such a change was made 
by Great Britain when, last November, 
she established a general blockade cf 
German ports—not a ‘close’ or ‘ effec- 
tive’ blockade, ccnfined to specific Ger- 
man ports, in accordance with the es- 
tablished rules of internaticnal law, but 
one extending to adjacent seas. She 
claimed a right to this action by reason 
of the changes and the conditions of 
modern warfare. In this new form of 
blockade our Government has, practi- 
cally, acqui»sced and has put itself on 
record, in an official utterance, as in- 
clining to the view that a strict ad- 
herence to the old rules is, in some re- 
spects, no longer practicable: 

The Government of the United States is, 
of course, not oblivious to the great changes 
which have occurred in the conditions and 
means of naval warfare since the rules 
hitherto governing legal blockade were 
formulated. It might be ready to admit 
that the old form of ‘‘close’’ blockade, 
with its cordon of ships in the immediate 

ng of the blockaded ports is no longer 
cticable in the face of an enemy pos- 
issing the means and opportunities to 
make an effective defense by the use of 
submarines, mines, and air craft. 


*“*Great Britain thus arbitrarily and 
Geliberately violated one of the for- 


merly recognized principles of interna-! 


tional law in order: to make more ef- 
fective her avowed purpose of prevent- 


ing the importation of foodstuffs into | 


Germany and of thereby starving out 
the German nation. 


Inference Was Clear. 


*It is only natural and reasonable 
that.Germany should retaliate; and this 
she did, in February, by declaring the 
waters around the coasts of Great 


Britain a war zone and by giving notice 
to the world that it was her intention 
to sink all enemy ships encountered in 
these waters. The warning was accom- 
panied by the assurance that every 
effort would be made to spare neutral 
lives and property, but the inference 
was perfectly clear that occasion might 
arise when that would be impossible, 
and that, therefore, neutrals would 
themselves assume the risk of traveling 
or shipping merchandisé on ships of 
German’s enemies traversing the said 
War zone. * * * 

** Since then both countries have con- 
gistently continued acting in accord- 
ance with their respective plans of naval 
warfare. England has maintained the 
hitherto unkhown condition of a general 
blockade. Germany, on the other hand, 
has pursued her submarine campaign

End of the Old Rule. 


“The neutral .world was thus fully 
aware that the old rule of giving notice 
to captured enemy vessels in each par- 
ticular case, now impracticable because 
of the particular nature of submarine 
warfare, would no longer be adhered 
to by Germany, having replaced it by 
her genéral. announcement. Moreover, 
the German Embassy in Washington 
has published broadcast notices 
which the danger of sailing on English 
ships was once more specially em- 
phasized. 

“It can, therefore, not be questioned 
that the passengers of the Lusitania 
were fully warned, first by Germany’s 
official note of February last, then by 
each separate example of the serious- 
ness of her intention, and, finally, by 
the notice of the German Embassy, If, 
in spite of all this, they trusted to the 
speed of the ship and to the protection 
of the rBitish Navy against a probable 
German submarine attack, they did so 
at their own risk. 

“If it is true that Germany has .devi- 
ated from the old rules of international 
law, by substituting a general warning 


for a special or individual one, did not 
England chane the rules first in the 
case of her proclaimed eneral 
blockade? And if the act of the one 
nation is regarded with complaisance, is 
it fair that the act of the other be 
unreservedly condemned as inhuman, 
because, most unhappily, American lives 
were lost?

Careful estimates by shipping men 
show that there are now more than 100 
ships from American ports at sea, bound 
for destinations that will take them 
within the range of German submarine 
activity. 

On these ships there are about 2,350 
passengers. The crews will total as 
many more, so that within the next fort- 
night nearly 5,000 persons from the 
United States will be exposed to German 
attack. 

The announcement that* the Cunard 
Line intends to put the Mauretania into 
service between Liverpool and New York 
shows that .those' who wish to risk the 
crossing are to be accommodated.

LEGISLATURES ACT 
ON NATION’S DUTY 


Texas Senate Pledges Support to 
Wilson — Tennessee Also 
Trusts the President. 


AUSTIN, Texas, May 10.—Six resolu- 
tions were introduced today in the Texas 
Legislature on the Lusitania, one Senate 
resolution suggesting severance of dip- 
lomatic relations with Germany. The 
others expressed confidence in President 
Wilson. Action on all the resolutions 
was delayed until tomorrow. 

The Senate, in which five resolutions 
were introduced, including that for dip- 
lomatic .severance, compromised by 
adopting a. resolution pledging support 
to President Wilson ‘‘in any course he 
sees fit to take to uphold the dignity and 
honor of the United States.”’ 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 10.—Both 
houses of the Legislature this afternoon 
adopted a joint resolution on the sinking 
of the Lusitania after warnings had 
been given against “ rocking the boat.” 
The resolution finally adopted by both 
houses originated in the Senate and re- 
placed a resolution ,eriginating,.in the 
House, ' where + Representative « Clyde 
Shropshire, former Consul te’ Paris, told 
the excited- Representatives that the 
President of the: ‘United States should 
know that the State was behind him in 
any crisis. ‘The Senate’s resolution was 
of a milder type than the Shropshire 
resolution, Which first received consid- 
eration. The later-resolution follows:

ing. The Transylvania of the Anchor 
Line will pass through the war zone on 
Sunday. She left here on Friday, after 
the sinking of the Lusitania had be- 
come known. _ She is bound for Liver- 
pool and has 117 saloon, 310 second and 
452° third class passengers. The 
cspagne of the French Line is bound 
for Bordeaux, a course which will take 
her out of immediate danger, but not 
out of the possibility of meeting a Ger- 
man submarine. he left on Saturday 
and has on board 80 first, 60 second 
and 110 third class passengers. 


No Effect on Freights. 

The activity of German submarines 
will have little influence on over-sea 
freights, a shipping man said yesterday. 
Whatever the effect may be on passenger 
trade, he said, supplies are urgently 
wanted in Europe, and with war-risk 
insurance and the British merchant ma- 


rine to carry it there will be no block- 
ade of freight. 

The 100 ships now sailing on courses 
that will take them within the sphere 
of submarine activity are bound out 
from every large American Atlantic port. 
They are loaded to capacity with sup- 
plies of every description. With the 
opening of the St. Lawrence there will 
also be great shipping activity through 
the ports of Quebec and Montreal. 

The Cunard liner Carpathia passed 
Nantucket yesterday bound from here 
to Montreal, where she is to be used 
as a troop ship. She follows the Cam- 
eronian of the Anchor Line, which’ was 
recently released from service between 
New York and Liverpjool. Another big 
vessel withdrawn from the passenger 
trade to carry troops is the White Star 
liner Megantic, which is in Montreal 
loading men and supplies.

THE CYMRIC TO SAIL FRIDAY.

DISMISSES GERMAN CLASSES.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The Post 
Office Department announced today 
that every petition pending for the 
establishment of rural delivery service

General. Orders have been issued 
which ‘will put all this new service into 
operation during the present fiscal year. 

As the next step toward the expan- 
sion of the -postal service on terms of 
equality throughout the United States, 
the Postmaster General has directed his 
Fourth Assistant to provide for the ex- 
tension of Sorivety. to all rural delivery 
patrons reasonably entitled to it, re- 
gardiess of whether or not a petition 
for the service is on file in the de- 
partment. 

This introduces a new policy in the 
administration of -postal affairs. The 
departnient hereafter will move for the 
extension of postal facilities without 
waiting for requests therefor. Investi- 
gation will be made to ascertain the 
localities where necessity justifies the 
establishment of new routes or the ex- 
tension of old ones.

Coming to the causes of social unrest, 
which the commission calls to the: at- 
tention of every witness to secure vicws 
from the observation of all who are 
heard, Judge Clark said that he thought 
the injunction was one of the chief 
causes.

Dr, Frank H. Daniels -¥ 
the first to protest. 

‘“ We seem to be approaching the time 
in ‘this country,’ he. said, ‘‘ when pri- 
vacy. will be a thing of the past, and 
when even ihe secrets of, family life 
must ‘be recorded for inspection by some 
State department,or commission, Many 
a person has innocently acquired : the 
cpium habit and takes da¥y a small 
quantity of the drug. Can i he said 
that this is any Worse than the. habit 
of chewing .or smoking tobacco or .drink- 
ing wine in moderation” These people, 
some of them aged, cannet or will net 
give up the habit, and really need the 
drug as much as the cardiac patient 
needs digitalis. And must. they ‘be 
listed.as under thé ban ofthe law? -°

BARRED FROM RACE 


Ithaca Schoolboys Not Eligible 
_ ‘to Row in Special Race for 
Schoolboys on May 


' Cascadille School of Ithaca, N. Y., 
will not: be permitt®d to enter. a crew. 
in the" eight-oared shell: race for ‘high 
schools in the regatta of the New York 
Rowing Association on the’ Harlem River 
on May 31. This dédision was reached 
after a heated discussion at, a meeting 
of the association held last night ‘at the 
New York A. C. The'declination of the 
Ithaca school’s request to. take part in 
the contest was made on the groiinds 
that the race was for juniors in the 
strict sense of the word—that is, open 
only to high or preparatory school oars- 
men within fifty miles of New: York 
who have never pulled an oar dn a win- 
ning crew. 

Through a mistake posters’ were 
printed for the association designating 
this race as bejhg open to ‘! junior: 
eight-oar crews ‘of “high ‘schools’ and 
sckools.” - The delégates who. contended 
that Cascadilla* was eligible for ' the 
schoolboy race based their. stand on the- 
definition of a‘ ‘ schoolboy junior’ as 
interpreted by the National” Association 
of Amateur Oarsmen. The ‘governing: 
rowing body classifies all schoolboys’ as 
juniors until they have won a race in 
open competition, so that if a boy was 
in ten winning school boats he would 
still be eligible for a junior schoolboy 
race. This definition ‘is’. accepted by 
schools of Philadelphia and other; cities, 
but when it was decided last yeur to 
have a schoolboy race on the Harlem 
the New York Association adopted its 
own definition of the worm junior; ‘as 
was within its jurisdiction. 

Sam Cramer, of the Lone Star Boat 
Club, who has been giving much of 
‘his time to prepare t igh -School 
of Commerce crew for the Decoration 
Day race, yyabonrroes f objected to Cas- 
adilla and thre to giye up coach- 

ng the New Yo boys if the lthacans 
were permitted to enter. 

It is probable that next yedr a special 

scholboy race will be held in connec- 
tion ‘with the Harlem regatta, in. which 
'Cascadilla; Exeter, Andover, Groton, 
Central High Schooi of Philadelphia and 
others will be invited to enter. But 
owing to the immature stage of rowing 
among the'local high school boys; it 
was deeméd unfair to. permit a school 
with the reputation w hich Cascadilla 
possesses for rowing to enter. 
De Witt Clinton is still without an 
eight-oar shell for the Memorial Day 
race, but. Columbia, Oniversity will take 
care of them if they cannot get a shell 
from ony local clubs. Some of the clubs 
are also without the necessary boats. 
Chairman Sturcke related how his -club, 
the Woodcliffs of New Jersey, loaned

‘for the wholesale destruction of peaceful 
ptravelers going quietly about their law- 
(ful business—then the lists; as prepared 
and preserved by the several companies 
are found to be woefully inadequate 
lsources-of the knowledge required. 

The result then’is confusion as .to the 
‘numbérs and names of the dead and the, 
living, and harrowing uncertainties are 
imposed on relatives and friends seeking 
to learn the fate of those in whom their 
interest is so keen. In spite of their best 
efforts to secure accuracy, the news- 
papers print varying estimates, and they 
are obliged.to give names. which, lacking 
the addition ‘6f' an identifying place of 
résidence, mizy, Have belonged to any 
oné,-of: several persons. \ 

There are some reéisons why, as a rule, 
toe much and too explicit information of 
this sert should not be. made public, 
among them the. reason that it would 
lead to the pestering of passengers with 
offers of the assomed wares which trav- 
elers need or can be made to believe 
they need. But the troubles with the 
lists fhat have followed the loss of the 
rLusitania have demonstrated only too 
clearly that .the steamship companies 
should keep better’ records of their pas- 
sengers than they do. It would not be 
too much for them carefully to record, 
not only the full name of every purchas- 
er. of'a tickét, but his or her home ad- 
dress and something Pa Ne to the 
‘next of kin’’ that is so carefully ‘set 
down in the rosters of our sailors and 
soldiers. “ 

Comparatively safe, at least in peace 
times, as, ocean travel has become, it 
still has its dangers and uncertainties, 
and always will have them. They are 
not increased by admitting, and, as far 
as possible, guarding against, them: 





' JHistory records the 
names of many men 
Without who adopted policies 
or issued orders that 
a Precedent. resulted in deaths 
far more numerous than those that fol- 
lowed the sinking of the Lusitania. 
Kings and General beyond ‘computa- 
tion have. thus. been responsible for the 
slaughter of more millions than can be 
counted, and in a way it was a direct 
responsibility. Its directness, however, 
was not like that of the man}who loosed 
the torpedoes against the great liner. 

That man .knew that if his careful 
preparations for hitting his selected tar- 
get were successful the immediate and 
practically inevitable result would be the 
drowning of a large part of: the men, 
women, and children on board the ship. 
The deaths that ensued were the results 
to be expected at once from what. he did 
with his own hand,and there does not 
recur to memory a single instance in 
which one act of-one man was. followed 
within a,few minutes by the destruction 
of so many lives. 

The warships that have been blown up 
in the same manner carried large ‘crewsy 
of course, but none of them had a com- 
pany on board like that. of the Lusitania, 
either in numbers or in composition. The 
mines explodeg under trenches. by the 
several belligerents in the present war 
perhaps come nearest to working a like 
disaster, with a responsibility. similarly 
personal, yet never even in this manner 
has\ more than a part of a regiment been 
kille¢, and of course the de&truction of 
proféssional or organized fighting men, 
knowingly accepting the risks of war 
and observing such few laws as it has, 
is a very different matter from that of 
blowing up a crowded passenger steamer. 

Hitherto, one ‘would have denied that 
in any country calling itself civilized 
a man could be found, in or out of the 
criminal clags, who would obey an order 
to ‘perform such’ a deed, whatever the 
otder’s source.

A Rudeness in it That Antagonizes 
All Other People: 

To the Nditor of The New York Times: 

Here is an extragt from a letter to me 
by the man who, more than any other, 
insured the success of America at the 
last Olympic gathering. of athletes; in 
Stockholm. He is universally respected’ 
as a captain of industry; an enthusiastic 
patrom ot amateur sport, and a man of 
wide travel and sound judgment: 

I quite understand your feelings in regard, 
to Germany. Obsessed with. the idea of be= 
coming rulers of the world, they have never 
takdn a careful imventory*of it to determine 
Whether they had just ground to expect a 
fulfillment of their wish. ‘The result of thetr 
military training has been to produce no ex- 
ceptiona] men. This was shown ¢t Stock- 
holm in 4612; where Gérmany, in spite of 
everything end having @ very large repre- 
I. think, about sixth, 
| They did not ride, shoot, fence, or. do any- 
thing noteworthy orf track or field. 

During the present era, when the world 
has been so thoroughly changed by the great 
thoughts of great men crystallized into ma- 
terial forth, what has Germany originated? 
In all the world’s great mechanical improve- 
have taken place she has ab- 
serbed the ideas of other people, perfected 
them, and, with her ‘wonderful power of or- 
ganization, has made them better, but she 
has not originated anything. 

The function of a leader, I take'it, is to 
lead, and certainly.I cannot see ‘where Ger- 
many has led. * * *

NET DECLINE FROM 8 TO 15 


Reports from New England Textile 
Millis Show Great Activity— 
Liverpool Market-Up 10 Points. 


There was a renewal of heavy selling 
in cotton futures yesterday and the re- 
sultant break was the more demoraliz- 
ing on account of the fact that prices 
opened steady and about 12 to 18 points 
above Saturday’s closing. 

Liverpool was quite steady and about 
10 to 11 points higher than: due. This 
advance in the English market un- 
doubtedly was prompted by the advance 
in freight and insurance rates and the 
fear that further importations might be 
made difficult by German submarine 
operations. 

Consequently, when the local market 
opened around 10c. for October, there 
was immediate pressure on the whole 
list.. The New York market is consid- 
erably above a parity ‘with Liverpool, 
when freight and insurance rates are 
taken into consideration. There is a 
tendency to expect differences to widen, 
and sales here follow as a matter of 
course.

Ex-Ambassador's Comments 
Coincident with Demand for | 
Country's’ Neutralization. 


DESCRIBES LAND AS “ TINY” 


Smaller Than New Jersey, He De- 
clares—Great Historical Events 
in Limited Territory. 


A demand for the complete neutrali- 
zation of the Holy Land, which has 
been growing in strength since Turkey 
entered the war, which would remove 
Palestine from the domination of the 
Ottoman, gives interest to the obser- 
vations recently prepared by Viscount 
James Bryce, former British Ambassa- 
dor te the United States, for the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

‘* Palestine,”’ the former Ambassador 
says, ‘‘is a tiny little country. Though 
the traveler’s handbooks prepare him 
to find it small, it surprises him by 
Tak- 
ing it as the region between the Med- 
iterranean on the west and the Jordan 
and the Dead Sea on the east, from the 
spurs of Lebanon and Hermon on the 
north to the desert at Beersheba on 
the south, it is only 110 miles long and 
from 50 to 60 broad—that is to say, it 
is smaller than New Jersey, whose area 
is 7,500 square miles. 

“Of this region large parts did not 
really belong to Israel. Israel had, in 
fact, litthe more than the hill country 
which lay between the Jordan on the 
east and the Maritime Plain on the 
west. King David in the days of his 
power looked down from the hill cities 
of, Benjamin, just north of Jerusalem, 
upon Philistine enemies only twenty- 
five miles off, on the one side, and 
looked across the Jordan to Moabite 
enemies, about as far off, on the other. 

‘* Nearly all the events in the history 
of Israel that are recorded in the Old 
Testament happened within a territory 
no bigger than the State of Connecticut, 
whose area is 4,800 square miles, and 
into hardly any other country has there 
been crowded from the days of Abraham 
till our own time so much history—that 
is to say, sO Many events that have 
been recorded and deserve to be re-

In practi 
reality, however, a great part o reece 
is nfully dry’ and bare, and there is 
little striking beauty, he says, to be 
found in the Holy Lan dd. The reverence 
and piety for spots hallowed by veligious 
associations which the pilgrim brings to 
the places through which he wanders 
in Palestine, Lord Bryce says, cause him 
to see the land through a golden haze 
that makes it appear lovely 

‘* But,’’ he continues, She scenery 
of the Holy Land, taken as a whole 
(for there are exceptions), is inferior, 
both in form and in color, to that of 
northern and middle Italy, to that of 
Norway ard Scotland, to that of the 
coasts of Asia Minor, to that of many 
parts of California and Washington.”’ 

In summing up Lord Bryce says: 

“If Palestine is not a land of natural 
wealth nor a land of natural beauty, 
what is it? What are the im resaien’ 
which the traveler who tries see it 
exactly as it is carries away with him? 
Roughly summed up, they are these: 
Stones, caves, tombs, ruins, battlefields 
sites hallowed by traditions—all bath apa 
in an atmosphere of legend and marvel. 
In no other country are there so many 
shrines of ancient worship, so many 
spots held sacred—some sacred to Jews, 
some to Christians, some to Mussul-+ 
mans. Neither has any other country 
spots that still draw a multitude of 
pilgrims, not even Belgium and Lom 
bardy, each a profusion of battlefields, ” 

From the moment that the traveler 
steps ashore at Jaffa, where he sees 
the fabled roek to which Andromeda 
was chained when Perseus rescued her 
from the sea monster, and the ribs of 
the great fish that disgorged the prophet 
Jonah, until he leaves some Palestine 
port for home, he is in a wonderful be- 
wildering atmosphere which is steeped 
in legend and marvel.

A New Kind of Salt Shaker. 

A New Jersey man has applied for a 
patent on a salt shaker which stops the 
air from getting to the salt,, thus keep- 
ing it dry and preventing it from clog- 
ging about the holes in the top of the 
shaker. The shaker. mdy be made up of 
glass, china, metal, or any suitable sub- 
stance, it is.said, the ingide being so 
formed as to provide a seat for a globu- 
lar valve, which has a stem projecting 
through the perforated top or sifting 
cover. The valve works automatically 
by force of gravity, closing as soon. as 
the shaker is put in an upright position. 
In this way it seals the shaker against 
the entrance of air and: moisture, The 
usual method of using the shaker opens 
the valve, and refilling is done by reé- 
moving the valve, which is lifted out

General Federation Plans to En- 
tertain Delegates from 
2,000 Organizations. 


CONVENTION TO LAST WEEK 


Biennial Board Will Levy Head Tax 
of 10 Cents in New York to 
Pay Conference Expenses. 


The Biennial Board of New York 
State, which is preparing for the great 
convention of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs which will meet in this 
city hext year, has decided that it shall 
be held during the week of May 22, 1916. 


The General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs represents nearly 2,000 clubs, with 
eleven affiliated organizations, and a 
total membership of 2,000,000. The Pres- 
ident is Mrs. Percy V. Pennypacker of 
Austin, Texas. Every State in the 
Union is represented. The convention 
in New York will be the biggest gather- 
ing of women ever held in the country, 
it is expected. 

The last biennial convention of the 
Federation, held in Chicago, had 12,000 
visiting women, and New York is pre- 
paring to receive 15,000. Arrangements 
are being made to hold the convention 
in the Hippodrome or Madison Square 
Garden. The local board is making care- 
ful arrangements for hotel and boarding- 
house accommodations; and prices will 
be stated as definitely as possible. Wo- 
men from many small: towns: who Have 
never visited New York are planning to 
make this trip, and the board is receiv- 
ing many letters of inquiry. 

One farmer's wife wrote to ask the ex- 
act cost of her stay in the city. ‘This 
has been a bad vear on the farm,’’ she 
said.. ‘I am saving the butter and eg 
money, but if I knew just how en 
it would take it would be a great help.’”’ 

Mrs. William Grant Brown, former 
President of the New York City Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, Head of the 
Local Biennial] Board, has asked New 
York clubwomen to give a warm ;e- 
ception to these strangers, and they are 
anxious te do so. 

HKach_ individual clubwoman in New 
York City is taxed 10 cents for the cost 
of entertaining the delegates and the 
up-State women 5 cents. One woman 
President of a club with 135 members, 
when told that her club dues for the 
convention would be 13.50, replied: 
“Ww ell, thirteen is an unlucky number, 
and 50 cents is odd; I'll just write a 
check for $10.” Another clubwoman 
President with a club of twenty mem- 
sey and owing only $2, wrote a check 

* $5. 

** The $5 woman helps pay the $13.50 
woman's dues,’’ said Mrs. Brown, in 
speaking to the clubwomen of their 
financial duties. Yhirty thousand dol- 
lars must be raised for expenses. 

Chere will be many entertainments 
and excursions given to the Visiting 
delegates, among the latter an ocean 
trip, a visit to West Point and to Sleepy 
Hollow. The invitation to the Federa- 
tion to hold its convention in New York 
is extended by the New York State and 
City Federations anc Sorosis, with the 
co-operation of the Mayor of New 
City and the Merchants’ Association. 

The Local Biennial Board has head- 
quarters in the Hotel Astor, mezzanine 
floor. With Mrs. Brown at its head, 
the efficers are: Finance, Mrs. Belle 
De Rivera; Press, Mrs. Haryot Holt 
Dey; Budget, Miss Anne Rhodes; Hos- 
pitality, Mrs. John Lewis Childs;

SMITH 0 THE FORE 


Assembly Minority Leader Floors 
His Foes with Flow of — 
Repartee. 


A VETERAN AT ALBANY 


East Side Boy Who Stays There in 
Prosperity—How He Aston- 
ished an Assembly Clerk. 


ALBANY, May 8.—In seats 52, 53, and 
54 in the Assembly Chamber, where the 
Constitutional Convention meets, are 
three of Tammany’s faithful, Senator 
Robert F. Wagner, *‘ Tom’ Smith, Sec- 
retary of the Wigwam, and on the aisle, 
the star of the trio, Assemblyman “‘ Al ’’ 
Smith. Had,the plans of Charles F. 
Murphy not been spoiled by the Repub- 
lican victory last Fall these three would 
have been among the mighty in the con- 
vention, leading a fight to enable New 
York City to have a stronger, if not a 
controlling, representation in the Legis- 
lature. This is a forlorn hope now, 
inasmuch as the convention is in the 
hands of the Republicans and it is not 
to be expected that they will give; New 
York City, and the Democrats, any in- 
crease of influence.

Smith got his 
training on tne lower east side of Man- 
hattan. In his days of prosperity he 
has found no ay reason for leaving 
his people. As Smith puts it, he has no 
use for a politician who, after “ making 
good ’’ on the east side, moves to River- 
side Drive and ‘“ walks around knee 
deep in plush carpets and cooks his 
corned beef and cabbage in the cellar 
so the high-brow neighbors wont knéw 
it.”

Smith was born in Oliver Street, still 
lives there, and expects to live there as 
long as he lives. e went to St. James’s 
school for a year, but had to leave to 
earn a living for himself and mother 
when his father died.

A 8tream in Kentucky That 
Called the Lost River. 


The burning of the Crump mill, a few 
miles from the city 6n the Nashville 
Road, recalls to us that the Crump mill 
is located at the headwaters of Lost 
River.

Below the mill there 
are evidences of its outcropping in 
springs and lakes, but it is not until 
the farm of Dr. owe is reached, on 
the Morgantown Pike, that it is asain 
seen as a creek. From here un it 
empties into Barren River it is known 
as Jennings Creek.
